The  action  ol  the  Chamber  of  Deputies 
in  vqting  against  all  the  inflation  measures 
advocnted  by  Mr.  MayrinK  and  Minister 
Lucena,  and  in  adopting  a  bill  calculated 
to  restrict  the  flood  of  paper  currency 
which  is  sweeping  over  the  country,  can 
not  be  praised  ton  highly.  While  die 
measure  adopted  does  not  go  far  enough 
and  oilers  no  good  remedy  for  the  evils 
already  inflicted  upon  the  country,  it  must 
be  borne  in  mind  that  the  Chamber  has 
had  to  meet  and  overcome  influences 
which  thus  far  have  never  failed  to  win  the 
blind  support  of  public  men,  and  it  could 
not  therefore  risk  success  on  debatable 
issues.  The  important  fact  remains, 
however,  that  Mr.  Mayiink  and  his  inflation 
party  have  been  most  •signally  defeated, 
and  the  subsequent  scheme  of  the  president 
of  the  .Chamber,  Sr.  Malta  Machadu,  to 
eventually  block  the  bill  with  a  veto  and 
their  defer  all  further  action  to  next  year 
by  a  decision  that  a  vetoed  bill  can  not 
be  considered  in  the  same  session,  was 
also  defeated.  This  ought  lo  settle  the 
question  of  inflation  for  the  present,  un- 
less the  unexpected  again  happens  by  a 
defeat  of  the  measure  in  the  Senate.  At 
the  present  moment  it  is  confidently  expec- 
ted   that    the   Senate    will   adopt  the  bill 


passed  by -die  Chamber.  It  is  possible 
that  amendments  will  be  made,  but  the 
force  of  public  opinion  has  become  so 
strong  against  any  further  issues  ol  paper 
money  and  against  any  further  increase  in 
taxation,  that"  the  Senate  will  hardly  care 
to  disregard  it.  What  the  President  will 
do,  however,  can  not  be  definitely  predicted. 
He  has  thus  far  given  an  apparently 
unquestioning  support  to  Minister  Lucena 
in  all  his  proposals,  and  it  may  be 
concluded  that  in  this  question  he  will 
act  in  accord  with  that  ministers  wishes. 
A  veto  will  in  all  probability  result,  and 
then  Congress  will  be  called  upon  to  show 
its  mettle  and  independence.  We  are  not 
at  all  sure  that  the  two  chambers  will  lace 
the  emergency  as  sturdily  as  the  deputies 
have  thus  far  met  the  influences  brought 
to  bear  against  the  measure,  but  we  shall 
soon  see.  If  they  can  be  made  to  see  that 
the  struggle  not  only  concerns.the  redemp- 
tion ol  the  country  from  the  evils  a!  in- 
flation and  speculation,  but  that  it  also 
concerns  the  independence  and  dignity  of 
the  legislative  branch  ol  the  government, 
they  will  probably  stand  by'  then  actual 
and  compel  the  executive  to  obey  then 
wishes.      In    view  ol  the  fact  that  they  have 


not  only  reason  and  public  interests  on 
their  side,  but  ftWo  the  almost  unanimous 
support  and  approval  of  the  business  classes 
of  the  country,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  they 
will  force  the  issue  at  once,  and  then 
compel  obedience  to  their  wishes.  The 
country  lias  been  ruled  and  plundered  by 
speculators  quite  long  enough. 


We  arc  gla  I  to  say  that  there  is  one 
proposition  of  the  minister  of  finance  which 
we  can  heartily  endorse — that  of  the  lease 
of  the  Central  railway.  Whatever  may  be 
one's  opinion  on  the  question  of  state 
railways,  there  can  be  no  disputing  the 
proposition  that  a  mixed  system  like  that  in 
existence  here  12  prejudicial  in  the  highest 
degree.  It  must  be  admitted  that  jn  a  few 
cases  state  control  has  been  efficient  and 
perhaps  economical,  but  as  a  rule  it'is  lax 
and  wasteful,  full  of  abuses  for  which  there 
is  no  prompt  remedy,  expensive  lo  the  state, 
ppressive    to  the  public.     On  general

compete  with  it,  are  all  restricted. in  their 
actual  by  the  interests  of  this  great  road. 
More  than  once  has  the  government  in- 
terfered with  the  action  of  private  com- 
panies to  prevent  reductions  in  rates,  or 
extensions,  on  the  ground- that  it  would  be 
prejudicial  to  this  line.  And  .more  than 
once  has  the  government  refused  to  permit 
the  construction  of  new  lines  between  this 
capital  and  the  interior  because  such  com- 
peting lines  would  reduce  the  revenue  of 
this  jealously  protected  railway.  It  has 
therefore  not  only  restricted  the  develop- 
ment oi  railway  communication  and  obs- 
tructed the  reduction  ol  tariffs,  but  it  has 
also  led  the  state,  backed  by  all  its  wealth 
and  power,  into  an  unjust  and  unfair  com- 
petition with  private  capital  and  enterprise. 
This  is  in  principle  the  worst  feature  of  all. 
The  state  builds  the  line  with  loans,  for 
which 'the 'whole  country  must  pay,  it  em- 
ploys an  excessive  staff  and  then  gra,nts 
them  service  pensions,  for  which  the  public 
treasury  is  also  responsible.  Such  lines 
have  no  dividends  to  pay  and  no  patrons 
to  please.  They  act  arbitrarily,  and  there 
is  no  remedy  against  their  abuses  except  in 
the  tortuous  and  irresponsible  action  ol' a 
ministerial  department.  'The  influence  of 
such  an  enterprise  upon  private  corpora- 
tions can  not  be  otherwise  than  pernicious, 
for  it  destroys  competition,  checks  private 
enterprise  and  creates  a  lower  average  of 
responsibility,  energy  and  efficiency  among 
employes  than  is  to  be  found  in  private 
companies  uninfluenced  by  official  methods. 


Asidk  from  the  general  question  at  state 
railway  management,  there  is  a  special 
question  connected  With  the  Central  line 
which  merits  early  consideration.  The 
quantity  o(  merchandise  and  railway 
material  held  in  this  port  awaiting  shipment 
up  country,  is  something  enormous.  It  is 
not  only  obstructing  the  commerce  of  the 
port,  but  it  is  causing  serious  losses  to  the 
enterprises  in  the-  interior  which  cannot  get 
their  machinery  and  material.  The  preju- 
dice arising  from  the  inability  ol  the  Central 
railway  to  carry  the  freights  offered  is  sim- 
ply incalculable,  and  as  no  steps  are  being 
iaken  to  improve  the  situation  it  must  be 
considered  disastrous  as  well.  The  road  is 
so  badly  and  inefficiently  managed  that  it  is 
not  worked  to  a  half  of  iis  real  capacity. 
And  yet  it  is  amply  equipped  to  carry  a 
much  larger  traffic  than  is  now  offering, 
and  with  a  much  smaller  staff.  The  prime 
cause  of  the  trouble  lies  in  the  inefficiency 
ol  a  government  staff,  and  in  the  lax  admin- 
istration of  its  working  forces.  A  very, 
large  percentage  of  the  employes  hold  their 
places  through  favor,  and  they  are,  there- 
fore, more  or  less  protected  by  influences 
outside  of. the  actual  administration.  The 
pension  business  is  also  complicating  mat- 
ters, by  which  incompetent  men  continue 
to  hold  positions  to  the  prejudice  of  every- 
one concerned  except  themselves.  Worse 
than  all,  however,  is '  the  appointment  ol 
incapable  men  to  positions  of  authority  and 
responsibility  which  ought  to  be  filled  by 
experienced    railway    men.     Whether    the 


service  goes  well,  or  ill,  is  all  the  same  to 
such  an  official,  and  so  the  interests  of  the 
road  and  ol  the  public  are  both  sacrificed. 
Mow  much  of  the  desperate  condition  in 
which  Brazil  now  finds  herself,  is  due  to  the 
incapacity  and  apathy  of  such  officials,  no 
one  can  estimate,  but  that  this  is  one  of  the 
prime  causes  of  the  trouble  no  one  will 
contest.  The  CentVal  railway  ought  to  be 
worked  night  and  day  to  relieve  the  really 
serious  block  which  exists  in  this  port,  and 
if  this  can  not  be  done  by  government  man- 
agement, then  let  us  have  the  road  trans- 
ferred to  the  management  of  a  private 
company.

TRADE  RELATIONS. 

ON  tile  2SM1  ult.  the  following  message  from 
President  Deotloro  was  read  in  the  Clmmber  ol 
IVpuiies:-'- 

Messrs.  the  members  ol  the  National  Congress: 

Some  of  the  countries  that  cultivate  extensive 
commercial  lelaiioits  with  Brazil  ate  burdening  the 
principal  articles  of  Brazilian  production  to  such  an 
excess,  that  steps  ate  requisite  tor  the  determining 
nl  reciprocity  as  an  incontestable  eight. 

Whereas  our  tariff  openly  and  spontaneously 
favored  the  importation  of  the  merchandise  which 
forms  the -most,  valuable  industries  of  the  Argentine 
Confederation  and  "I  the  Orienlal  Republic  of 
Uruguay,  one  ami  ifie  oilier  have  increased  to  an 
exceptional  degree  the  import  duties  on  Brazilian 
sugar,  rum  and  tobacco,  giving  to  lliese  duties  a 
character  clearly  prohibitive. 

L'liey  have  approximated  lite  duly  ori  limzilian 
tobacco  to  tint  on  Havana,  they  have    equalized    il 


to  thai  on  Virginia,  and  they  have  favored  Para- 
guayan tobacco,  li  soonis  maniffsl  lhat  Ihe  En  ten  • 
tion  is  lo  close  those  markets  to  tobacco  of  Bra- 
zilian production,  and  to  give  to  that  of  Paraguay 
the  position  occupied  by  the  former,  greatly  to  the 
detriment  of  industry  and  1  rude  in  various  stales  of 
the  Brazilian  federation,  and  especially  in  Bahia 
and  Rio  Grand&do  Sul.  And  this  has  been  un- 
derstood by  Paraguay,  for  the  government  there, 
in  a  recent  circular,  urges  the  farmers  to  plant 
tobacco  on  a  large  scale,  and  has  just  promulgated 
a  restrictive  law  on  the'  exportation  oi  this  article, 
which  would  certainly  not  have  been  done  had  not 
the  favors  granted  in  the  referred  to  marvels 
allowed   the   Imposition    of  such    an    onus   on   the

River  Plate  markets  to  duties  equal  to  those  on  the 
highest  mercantile  gwules,  unable  to  obtain  ihe 
ptices  ul  the  latter,  will  be  forced  to  accept  exclu- 
sion and  lly  fmm  such  markets,  because  it  cannot 
compete  under  the  excessive  charge,  so  unjust  and 
disproportionate,  N'ext,  the  already  very  high 
duties  011  Brazilian  rum  have  been  increased; 
defamatory  analyses  of  it  have  been  made,  and  they 
have  excluded,  under  any  duty,  alcoholic  liquids 
of  Brazilian  production;  including  the  artificial. 
The  efforts  ol  the  Ur'ahlian  representatives  have 
been  Iruitless  to  persuade  them  from  so  aggressive 
an  expedient. 

On  another  side,  France  taxes  Brazilian  coffee 
to  such  a  degree  as  to  exclude  il  also  bom  ihe 
French  markets,  where,  as  in  those  of  all  Europe, 
it  has  always- been  iniquitous!/  underrated,  for,  by 
means  of  a  disparaging  speculation,  Inw  grades 
produced  by  oilier  countries  are  made  to  pass  as 
derived  bom  Brazil,  and  ihe  better  qualities  ofpui 
producl  are  sold  under  foreign  denominations. 
The  tax  as  al  present  established  there  burdens 
Brazilian  coffee  with  over  too'.1,,,  whereas  by  the 
Hoizilian  tariff  on  goods  oi  French  production  the 
duties  do  not  exceed  40%.  The  disproportion  is 
enormous! 

Notwithstanding  this,  much,  more  considerable 
is  the  result  of  ihe  increase  of  duties  at  the  River 
Plate. 

There  are  contained  in  a  great  series  of  do- 
cuments, which  are  .U  ihe  disposition  of  Congress, 
properly  docketed  111  (lie'  departments  of  foreign 
aftatrs  and  ol  finance,  furnished  by  the  various 
consular  representatives,  detailed  and  complete 
reports  upon  these  -ubjecls.and  irrefutable  proofs 
nl  ihe  unequal,  offensive  and  prejudicial  position 
imposed  by  the  referned  to  countries  upon  goods 
of  Uiazihan  production. 

Once  conciliatory  means — and  these  have  a  limit 
fixed  by  national  dignity — are  exhausted,  there 
remains  lo  us  only  x  modification  ol  our  tariff, 
placing  the.  products  of  the  industry  of  those 
countries  in  ihe.  same  position  which  lliey  have 
cieated  lor  those  "l"  our  industry  and  in  the 
proportion  of  imperative  compensations. 

Il  would  be,  however,  of  the  greatest  convenience 
to  authorize  ihe  government  hereafter  to  make, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  products  of  the  said  countries, 
such  alterations  as  circumstances  advise  in  order 
that  iv e  may  promptly  correspond  to  the  reciproc- 
ity winch  we  ask,  whenever  they  may  imprint 
upon  I  hen  tan  lis  the  necessary  dispositions  lhat 
merchandise  of  Brazilian  production  will  be  laxed 
on  the  fooling  of  perfect  equality  with  similar 
goods  produce. 1  elsewhere,  and  in  ■conditions  to 
maintain  in  the  various  markets  subject  to  those 
countries    such    11    position    as    may  lie  determined 

In  this  manner  the  relation-;  of  our  international 
traffic  will  follow  natural  progress,  as  imposed 
by  the  mosi  salutary  principles  of  right  which 
universally  control  them  and  by  the  most  respec- 
table interests  oi  ihe  nations,  without  being exposjed. 
to  expedients  and  artificial  measures,  which  may 
be  suggested,  bv  any  thought  of  a  policy  hostile  to 
the  Brazilian  icpublic,  expedients  ihe  more  unjust 
as  they  aio  unprovoked. 

Il,  on  the  contrary,  from  Brazil  such  injustice 
had  proceeded,  which  reveals  not  only  discourtesy, 
bin  also  assumes  the  character  of  a  provocation, 
ami  must  be  considered  as  to  its  effects,  at  once 
prejudicial  to  iis  Industrie-  and  to  the  moral  pres- 
ume of  ill  e  nation,  reprisals  would  not  have  been 
dayer
